REGULATION CLARIFICATION
For
OPERATING TESTS

REGULATION:

According to Section 19-13-B102(g) of the Regulations of Connecticut State Agencies
(RCSA), water samples taken to conform with the monitoring requirements of the
regulations must be analyzed and reported to the public water system by a laboratory
approved by the Department for the parameters tested. The Department may grant an
exemption from this requirement in writing for chlorine, pH, temperature, turbidity,
Sfluoride and color when the analysis is conducted by a certified treatment operator using
a method approved by the Department.

CLARIFICATION:

A written exemption maybe granted by the Department when:

1) The analysis is conducted by a certified treatment operator, and
2) The method utilized by the operator is listed in the attached table.

Free and total chlorine residuals may be measured continuously by adapting a specified chlorine
residual method for use with a continuous monitoring instrument provided the chemistry,

accuracy, and precision of the measurement remain the same. Instruments used for continuous
monitoring must be calibrated with a grab sample measurement at least every five days, or with
protocol approved by the State.
